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CIRENCESTER  JOINT  INFECTIOUS 
DISEASES  HOSPITAL. 


During  the  year  the  total  number  of  admissions  to  the  Joint 
Infectious  Diseases  Hospital,  Cirencester,  was  25:  6 being 
patients  from  Cirencester  Urban  District.  Five  were  cases  of 
Scarlet  Fever,  and  one  Diphtheria.  13  cases  were  admitted 
from  Cirencester  Rural  District,  3 from  Tetbury,  and  3 from 
Northleach.

There  were  no  cases  of  diphtheria  during  the  year  in  children 
under  15  years  of  age. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 
Water  Supply. 

The  Supply  of  Water  by  the  Council’s  undertaking  has, 
throughout  the  year,  continued  to  be  entirely  satisfactory.  The 
supply  is  continually  chlorinated  and  four  samples  of  raw  water 
tested  have  been  found  to  be  of  high  quality. 

During  the  year  new  connections  have  been  made  to  the 
mains  to  serve  163  houses,  including  new  Council  Houses.  The 
number  of  houses  served  by  the  water  supply  is  2672,  and  this 
is  estimated  to  serve  a population  of  10,500. 

Eight  samples  of  water  have  been  taken  from  shallow  wells 
serving  26  properties,  and  one  sample  was  taken  from  a storage 
tank  in  the  roof  of  a dairy.  The  Analyst’s  reports  showed  that 
all  the  samples  taken  from  shallow  wells  were  unsatisfactory, 
and  the  owners  of  the  properties  were  called  upon  to  provide  a 
supply  of  water  from  the  Town’s  Mains.  The  sample  from  the 
storage  tank  was  satisfactory,  and  no  action  was  necessary. 
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Swimming  Baths. 

The  Council’s  open  air  bath  continued  to  be  very  popular 
except  during  the  period  of  increased  incidence  of  infantile 
paralysis. 

During  the  year  a new  system  for  the  storage  of  swimmers’ 
clothes  was  introduced  which  proved  very  popular. 


Cleansing. 

House  refuse  was  collected  once  a week  and  Kitchen  Waste 
twice  a week.

Waste  Food. 


Particular  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  sterilisation  of 
waste  food  which  comes  in  from  houses  in  the  town,  and  various 
camps  in  the  district.  3126  bins  of  food  were  processed  and 
sold  to  pig-keepers,  and  has  proved  to  be  of  great  value  for 
rearing  pigs  in  this  area.  There  is  at  present  a very  great  demand 
for  the  sterilised  food  waste,  and  farmers  are  willing  to  take  up  to 
two  tons  a week, 

The  sterilising  plant  has  functioned  satisfactorily  needing 
only  occasional  minor  repairs. 

A sample  of  waste  food,  taken  by  an  official  of  the  Board  of 
Trade,  proved  to  have  been  properly  sterilised. 


Sewage  and  Drainage. 

The  scheme  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  for  laying 
a new  sewer  from  Shorn  cote  Farm  to  Watermoor,  was  not  started, 
but  will  be  commenced  during  1948. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  rivers  and  streams  have  been  inspected  fairly  frequently, 
and  only  in  one  case  was  evidence  of  pollution  observed.  This 
was  traced  to  the  works  of  an  Engineering  Firm,  where  oil  and 
petroleum  waste  were  gaining  access  to  the  surface  water  drain 
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from  a wash  where  machines  were  cleaned  down.  The  firm 
agreed  to  make  a proper  connection  to  the  Council’s  Sewer,  and 
provide  a greese  and  oil  interceptor,  they  have,  however,  ceased 
to  do  this  class  of  work,  and  it  was  not  necessary  to  proceed 
futher  with  the  case.

Shops  Act. 

A survey  was  carried  out  under  the  Shop  Act  1924,  and  67 
shops  in  the  town  were  visited.  Two  firms  were  called  upon  to 
provide  additional  sanitary  accommodation  for  female  staff,  and 
in  other  cases  cleansing  of  premises  was  asked  for. 

Factories  and  Workshops. 

Some  109  inspections  were  made  of  the  64  factories  on 
register,  including  bakehouses.  The  Owners  of  6 bakehouses 
were  called  upon  to  carry  out  an  annual  cleansing,  and  this  was 
done  satisfactorily.  A total  of  14  firms  were  called  upon  to 
cleanse  and  repair  Sanitary  accommodation.  Two  of  these  firms 
were  also  asked  to  abolish  old  and  insanitary  accommodation. 

Food  Preparing  Premises. 

63  visits  were  made  to  the  21  registered  Food  Preparing 
Premises.  Six  firms  were  called  upon  to  carry  out  cleansing 
and  alterations  to  comply  with  the  Act.  Generally  speaking, 
the  premises  were  fairly  clean  and  satisfactory. 

There  were  four  new  registrations  for  the  sale  of  Ice  Cream. 
32  visits  were  made  to  the  16  registered  premises  and  all  were 
found  to  be  clean  and  satisfactory. 
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Dairies  and  Cowsheds. 

Licences  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order, 
were  issued  as  set  out  below  : 

4 Licences  to  Bottle  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk 

1 Licence  to  Pasteurise  Milk 

1 Supplementary  Licence  to  sell  Pasteurised  Milk  in  the 
district. 

54  samples  of  milk  were  taken  from  farms  and  dairy  premises. 
Of  this  number,  29  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  from  a 
cleanliness  point  of  view  and  the  appropriate  action  was  taken  in 
each  case. 

Certain  samples  of  pasteurised  milk,  taken  over  a long  period, 
failed  to  comply  with  the  prescribed  Methylene  Blue  and  Phos- 
phatese  Tests,  and  dhe  representatives  of  the  Company  were 
called  before  the  Council  to  show  cause  why  the  licence  should 
not  be  revoked.  The  representatives  failed  to  satisfy  the  Council 
and  after  due  consideration  the  Pasteurising  Licence  for  this 
Establishment  was  revoked  in  October.  The  Company  informed 
the  Council  that  they  were  anxious  to  obtain  complete  new 
equipment,  which  was  ordered  some  time  ago,  and  the  Council 
promised  to  help  them  expedite  delivery  of  this. 

54  visits  were  made  to  the  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  in  the 
district.  Generally  speaking,  the  premises  were  kept  in  fair 
order.  In  two  cases  only  were  occupiers  of  Dairies  called  upon 
to  carry  out  cleansing. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

« 

The  quantity  of  smoke  coming  from  the  chimney  of  a flour 
mill  in  the  centre  of  the  Town  was  kept  under  observation. 

Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919. 

The  Gloucestershire  County  Council  are  still  attending  to 
complaints  of  rats  and  mice  in  the  Urban  district.  A considerable 
number  of  premises  have  been  disinfested  and  the  work  has  been 
carried  out  satisfactorily.  During  the  year  the  Council’s  Refuse 
Tip  and  sewers  have  been  disinfested. 

Moveable  Dwellings. 

A site  in  the  Watermoor  district  was  licenced  for  six  months, 
and  a licence  was  issued  to  the  occupier  of  two  caravans  to  station 
these  on  the  site  for  the  same  period.  The  site  generally  was 
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kept  in  a clean  and  tidy  condition  and  no  nuisance  was  observed. 
Main  water  was  available. 

Licences  were  also  issued  to  the  owner  of  land  adjoining 
Chesterton  Lane  and  to  the  occupier  of  a caravan  on  the  site 
The  caravan  was  removed  before  the  end  of  the  year. 

Disinfestation  of  Premises. 

One  house  was  dealt  with  for  bug  infestation ; there  were  no 
other  cases  needing  attention. 

Nuisances  Under  the  Public  Health  Acts. 

95  nuisances  were  observed  during  the  course  of  the  year. 
Of  these  84  were  abated  and  action  is  being  taken  to  secure  the 
abatement  of  the  outstanding  ones.  Owing  to  the  shortage  of 
materials  and  labour  and  the  restrictions  of  Building  Licensing, 
it  was  very  difficult  to  get  certain  work  carried  out,  but  in  most 
cases  the  responsible  persons  responded  readily  when  called  upon 
to  carry  out  repair  work. 

Housing  Acts. 

390  visits  have  been  made  to  houses  in  the  Town  to  ascertain 
the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  dwellings.  The  inspections 
were  made  mostly  in  connection  with  the  Council’s  re-housing 
scheme,  and  particular  attention  was  paid  to  overcrowding. 

No  notices  were  served  under  the  Housing  Acts,  but  any 
repairs  were  dealt  with  under  the  nuisance  section  of  the  Public 
Health  Act. 

Approximately  2080  inspections  were  made  of  Council 
houses  during  construction,  these  being  on  the  Beeches  Estate. 

2412  repairs  to  Council  houses  and  requisitioned  houses  were 
carried  out  during  the  year. 

Slaughterhouses  and  Meat  Inspection. 

735  visits  were  made  to  the  Slaughterhouses  for  the  purpose 
of  examining  meat  and  offal. 
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Licences  were  issued  to  the  two  Government  Slaughter- 
houses and  Cole  and  Lewis  Bacon  factory. 

At  the  slaughterhouses,  1,391  beasts,  6,738  sheep  and  2,003 
calves  were  killed,  and  out  of  a total  of  7,671  pigs  killed  at  the 
Bacon  Factory  4,202  were  examined.  The  Officials  of  the 
Slaughterhouses  and  Bacon  Factory  offer  every  facility  for  the 
examination  of  the  meat,  and  are  very  helpful. 

The  total  amount  of  meat  condemned  was  17  tons,  16  cwt., 
1 qr.,  17  lbs.,  including  the  carcases  of  25  beasts,  21  sheep,  7 
calves  and  9 pigs. 


Other  Foods. 


The  Food  Shops  in  the  Town  have  been  inspected  from 
time  to  time  and  the  following  items  found  unfit  for  human 
consumption.  Some  of  the  foods,  such  as  butter  and  biscuits, 
were  sent  back  to  the  Ministry  of  Food  Depot  for  re-processing 
for  animal  feeding  stuffs. 

The  fish  in  all  cases,  was  decomposed  due  to  long  periods  on 

rail.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES. 

Water  Supplies. 

The  parishes  of  Kempsford,  Preston  and  Sapperton  have 
now  been  provided  with  a public  piped  water  supply  and  a 
large  number  of  connections  have  been  made  to  private  dwellings 
in  each  of  these  parishes.  A scheme  for  the  provision  of  a water 
supply  to  the  parishes  of  Brimpsfield,  Elkstone,  Syde,  Winstone, 
Duntisbourne  and  Duntisbourne  Leer,  was  commenced  on  the 
24th  November  1947.  Work  on  the  installation  of  a new  4" 
main  at  Poulton  to  replace  the  existing  2"  main  which  has  proved 
inadequate,  was  commenced  on  the  16th  October  1947,  and  is 
now  complete.  A tender  has  been  approved  for  the  laying  of  a 
water  main  in  the  parish  of  S.  Cerney.  The  work  should  be 
commenced  in  the  near  future. 

No  water  shortage  has  been  experienced  in  parishes  with  a 
public  supply,  i.e.  Lech’ade,  Poulton,  Coates  and  Woodmancote. 
During  the  drought  in  1947,  water  had  to  be  carted  to  Somerford 
Keynes,  Ewen,  and  Duntisbourne  Abbotts,  which  rely  on  wells 
and  springs  for  a water  supply. 

The  water  supply  to  the  four  public  undertakings  is  subject 
to  treatment  with  chlorine. 

Samples. 

The  results  of  10  samples  of  water  taken  from  the  Council’s 
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4 Undertakings  at  Coates,  Poulton,  Lechlade  and  Woddmancote, 
were  : — 

Satisfactory  in  8 cases. 

Not  entirely  satisfactory  in  1 case. 

Fairly  satisfactory  in  1 case. 

The  unsatisfactory  condition  of  the  latter  2 samples — one 
from  Poulton  and  one  from  Coates,  was  due  to  break  down  in  the 
chlorinating  apparatus.  Check  samples  after  repair  of  chlorin- 
ators  proved  satisfactory. 

Six  water  samples  from  private  suppliers  were  submitted  to 
the  Public  Analyst  with  the  following  results  : 

Satisfactory  for  human  consumption  2 

Unfit  for  human  consumption  4 

In  all  of  the  latter  4 cases  consumption  of  the  contaminated 
water  was  discontinued  and  a satisfactory  alternative  source 
provided.

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Sewage.  • 

The  proposed  sewerage  scheme  for  Fairford  and  Horcott 
was  the  subject  of  a Public  Enquiry  held  in  November  1947,  the 
decision  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  is  awaited.  A small  sewage 
plant  has  been  installed  at  Fairford  to  deal  with  the  sewage  from 
the  ten  new  “ Airey”  Houses.  Similar  plants  are  in  course  of 
construction  in  connection  with  housing  sites  in  the  parishes  of 
Kemble  and  S.  Cerney.  A Public  Enquiry  into  the  proposed 
sewerage  scheme  for  Lechlade  has  been  held,  and  the  decision 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health  is  awaited. 

Cleansing  of  the  sewage  outfalls  in  Lechlade,  North  Cerney, 
Barnsley  and  Driffield,  were  carried  out  by  Contract,  a mechanical 
emptier  being  used. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

Refuse  collection  throughout  the  district  was  carried  out  by 
Contract;  the  refuse  tips  controlled  by  the  Council  being  situate 
at  The  Gravel  Pits,  Fairford,  and  the  disused  Canal,  Ewen  Lane, 
Siddington.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES. 

There  are  no  changes  to  report  during  1947. 

CoMPREHENSiyE  WATER  SCHEME. 

Negotiations  for  the  acquisition  of  the  various  reservoir 
sites  and  sources  of  supply  proved  to  be  difficult,  and  the  ensuing 
delay  prevented  the  scheme  being  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Northleach  Water  Supply. 

During  the  latter  months  of  the  year  the  supply  became  very 
low,  and  the  maintenance  of  a supply  necessitated  the  shutting 
off  of  the  water  from  evening  until  early  morning. 

Eastington.  This  small  supply  needed  a pump  replacement 
to  maintain  the  supply. 

Chedworth.  A small  chlorinator  was  incorporated  in  this 
supply  during  the  year. 

Whittington  Court  Camp.  This  Camp  site,  housing  16 
families,  has  an  adequate  supply  from  a private  source. 

Windrush  Camp.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  some  26 
famillies  housed  on  this  site.  The  water  supply  came  from  a 
private  source  and  involved  water  being  carried  from  a standpipe. 
Steps  are  being  taken  to  get  the  camp  water  system  in  order,  and 
it  is  hoped  to  have  a piped  water  supply  to  each  hut  in  1948. 

Water  Samples. 

During  the  year  10  samples  of  water  were  sent  to  the  Public 
Analyst  for  examination,  the  result  was  that  the  samples  were  not 
satisfactory.  The  samples  were  taken  from  various  sources 
throughout  the  district. 
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Sewage  and  drainage. 

There  is  no  change  to  report  from  previous  years. 

The  comprehensive  sewage  scheme  as  prepared  in  outline, 
has  been  superseded  by  one  dealing  with  each  village  on  its  merits. 

A sewage  scheme  to  serve  some  30  houses  in  Withington  was 
prepared,  and  after  a public  enquiry  by  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
was  approved.  Work  on  it  will  commence  in  1948. 

A scheme  for  the  parish  of  Northleach  is  in  course  of  pre- 
paration and  has  been  approved  in  principle. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

The  Council  accepted  delivery  of  a refuse  lorry  early  in  the 
year,  and  now  have  two  refuse  vehicles,  so  refuse  collection  was 
commenced  by  direct  labour.  Collections  are  made  twice  a 
month  in  all  parishes  except  Northleach  which  has  a weekly 
collection.  A weekly  collection  was  also  arranged  for  a Polish 
Resettlement  Camp,  and  a large  private  school. 

Six  refuse  tips  have  been  provided  and  are  treated  three 
times  a year,  or  more  often  if  circumstances  call  for  it. 

The  County  Council  Pests  Department,  acting  as  agents  for 
the  Council,  periodcally  treat  the  tips  for  rat  infestation. 

During  the  year  5 1-  tons  of  paper  was  salvaged,  and  a 20-cwt. 
trailer  is  on  order  which,  it  is  hoped,  will  help  to  increase  this 
amount.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES. 

Water  Supply. 

Tetbury,  The  supply  in  this  parish  has  been  maintained 
during  the  year.  Some  29f  million  gallons  were  pumped  from 
the  boreholes,  25  million  gallons  of  which  were  supplied  to  the 
Parish  of  Tetbury,  giving  a daily  comsumption  of  68,000-gallons, 
equal  to  25-gallons  per  head  of  the  population.  The  remaining 
4f  million  gallons  were  pumped  to  the  Ex.  R.A.F.  Station, 
Babdown,  which  is  now  used  as  a Polish  Resettlement  Camp. 
Some  properties  in  the  village  of  Beverston  are  also  supplied  from 
this  main  supply.  The  daily  average  consumption  of  the  Camp, 
together  with  the  village  of  Beverston,  during  the  last  6 months 
of  the  year  was  18,000  gallons. 

There  were  26  samples  taken  from  the  Tetbury  Water 
Supply  during  the  year.  Of  the  13  samples  taken  from  No.  1 
Borehole,  5 were  highly  satisfactory,  6 were  satisfactory,  and  2 
were  suspicious.  In  the  case  of  No.  2.  Borehole,  of  the  13 
samples  taken,  3 were  highly  satisfactory,  1 satisfactory,  5 
suspicious,  and  4 unsatisfactory.  All  the  samples  were  taken  in 
accordance  with  Appendix  A of  the  Ministry  of  Health  Report 
on  the  Bacteriological  Examination  of  Water  Supplies  1936. 

In  consequence  of  these  results  the  Council  decided  to  install 
chlorination  plant  at  the  W aterworks,  one  for  each  borehole,  at  a 
coat  of  £258.  The  plant  was  delivered  and  fixed  at  the  works  at 
the  end  of  December. 
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Beverston.  A number  of  connections  to  the  main  have 
been  made  during  the  year  and  8 dwelling  houses  now  have 
direct  connections.  3 farms  are  also  supplied.  The  average 
daily  consumption  in  the  village  during  the  last  6 months  of  the 
year  was  approximately  1200  gallons. 

Remaining  Parishes.  The  supplies  in  these  parishes  remain 
unchanged. 

During  the  year  783  inspections  were  carried  out  in  con- 
nection with  water  supplies. 


Sewage  and  Digvinage. 

The  Tetbury  Sewage  Disposal  works  operated  satisfactorily 
during  the  year. 

Tenders  were  invited  for  the  construction  of  sewers  in 
connection  with  the  Chavenage  Lane  Housing  Site,  and  were 
forwarded  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  approval.  The  scheme 
entails  the  sewering  of  16  dwelling  houses  in  Chavenage  Lane 
and  9 dwelling  houses  in  Hampton  St.  which  cannot  be  connected 
to  the  existing  sewers.  The  new  sewer  will  connect  up  to  the 
existing  sewer  in  Charlton  Road.  No  approval  of  this  acheme  was 
received  during  the  year. 

No  new  works  have  been  carried  out  in  the  district. 

12  samples  of  crude  sewage  were  taken  from  the  sewers  in 
Tetbury  in  connection  with  the  discharge  of  trade  effluent  into 
the  public  sewers  which  caused  temporary  dislocation  of  the 
disposal  works  and  numerous  complaints  from  householders  of 
offensive  smells.  It  was  discovered  that  the  cause  of  the  trouble 
was  due  to  the  Tetbury  Gas  Works  discharging  their  trade 
effluent  directly  into  the  public  sewer.  Following  action  taken 
by  the  Council  in  this  matter  the  Gas  Company  disconnected  their 
trade  effluent  and  no  futher  trouble  has  arisen  in  the  sewers. 

155  inspections  were  made  during  the  year.

River  Pollution. 

Four  samples  of  brook  water  and  trade  effluent  were  taken 
during  1947. 

As  stated  in  the  previous  report  complaints  were  received 
of  smells  arising  from  the  brook  in  the  vicinity  of  the  cattle 
market  and  the  Splash,  Tetbury.  Futher  complaints  have  been 
received  and  as  a result  of  sampling  it  was  found  that  the  trouble 
arose  from  a discharge  of  trade  effluent  from  the  Tetbury  Gas 
Works  into  a surface  water  drain  in  the  London  Road,  Tetbury, 
which  connected  with  the  brook  at  the  Cattle  Market. 

The  Gas  Company  was  requested  to  treat  the  effluent  to 
prevent  the  pollution  of  the  brook  and  to  remedy  the  nuisance 
from  smells.  The  works  required  for  treatment  of  the  effluent 
have  been  commenced  but  have  not  yet  been  completed. 

Housing  Survey. 

The  remaining  492  of  the  1430  houses  of  ^£16  rateable  value 
and  under,  in  the  district,  were  inspected  and  recorded  during 
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the  year  in  accordance  with  the  Housing  (Consolidation)  Regula- 
tions, and  the  recommendations  of  the  Gloucestershire  Rural 
Housing  Joint  Committee.  The  houses  fall  into  the  following

During  the  year  20  houses  were  completed  on  the  Lowfield 
Housing  site  in  Tetbury  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  remaining  7 will 
be  completed  early  in  the  new  year. 
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Tenders  were  invited  for  the  erection  of  30  houses  on  the 
Chavenage  Lane  site,  together  with  the  construction  of  roads  and 
sewers.  The  tender  for  the  houses  was  so  high  that  the  Council 
could  not  justify  acceptance  of  same,  but  forwarded  all  the  details 
to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  their  observations.  In  the  latter 
part  of  the  year  the  number  of  houses  was  reduced  from  30  to  12 
and  on  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry,  the  Council  commenced 
negotiations  with  Messrs  Holborrow  and  Sons  Ltd.,  Tetbury, 
to  bring  the  price  per  house  down  to  a more  reasonable  figure. 
No  approval  of  the  tender  was  received  from  the  Ministry  of 
Heahh  during  the  ye.r  and  negotiations  are  continuing.
